The physical education program 
ganized from topzsudef ,(taoinni 
of the Narberth School will be reor- 
ganized from top to bottom. This 
was made evident by two steps 
taken at a special meeting of the 
School Board on Wednesday eve- 
ning. An instructor of physical 
education will be selected by the 
board for all-year work at the 
school and playground ; and a 
committee of the board was ap- 
pointed to secure bids for equip- 
ment to be used on the school 
playground. 

The appointment of a trained 
man at a commensurate salary to 
work out a year round program, 
including vacation time and Sat- 
urdays, is expected to be a big 
step toward solving the school's 
recreational problem. Equipment 
on the school playground, on which 
the committee has been authoriz- 
ed to secure bids, will be used in 
supervised play under his direc- 
tion. 

The board also announced that 
the extra appropriation from the 
State amounting to $1630, which 
had been withheld earlier in the 
3'ear on account of the Narberth 
ninth grade going to Lower Mer- 
ion, had been granted to the 
school district in recognition of 
the work being done by the Junior 
High here.

STATE OF CHANGE 



Cultivation of Harmonious 

Relations Stressed by 

Club Speaker 



MAN'S PLACE ALTERED 



"Family life is in a transitional 
state : it is no longer an autocrac3 r 
but is becoming a democracy," 
said Karl de Schweinitz, well 
known sociologist, in his lecture 
on the Cultivation of family life 
before the Woman's Community 
Club on Tuesday, at Elm Hall. 
"The position of men has changed 
stf, greatly in the last hundred 
years," the speaker pointed out, 
"for then he was the supreme head 
as well as husband and father; he 
had the final decision about the 
education of the children and act- 
ed as their employer as well." 

"There has been a fourfold 
change ;" the speaker said, 
"women no longer do as Evelina, 
the older heroine did, marry a 
man of their choice with terrible 
joy and fearful gratitude, but in 
learning the new way of sharing 
equality sometimes a basis of con- 
flict arises. This is one of the rea- 
sons for divorce thus affording a 
way by which people may readjust 
their lives." 

"For the first time in history," 
Mr. Schweinitz continued, "the 
family has got rid of non-essen- 
tials and has found the important 
thing to be the cultivation of love 
and affection, the passing on of 
traditions and the learning to live 
in harmony with others, wnile also 
giving every human being a 
chance to be themselves." 

"Family life in its ideal state 
has become the center of recrea- 
tional expression, home the place 
to go where someone cares and 
where each member is always 
bringing some new enrichment 
into it. In its other aspects it 
varies the quality of life, for with- 
out the family there would be less 
variety. It will always remain 
flexible while affording a control- 
led expression in each life. For 
today as never before there is a 
tremendous opportunity in family 
life for real enjoyment." 

Mrs. G. N. Gill also read the 
club a true story, "The Prisoner I 
Trusted," a narrative of the re- 
demption of a man's life from one 
of crime to one of usefulness 
through love.

Like a bolt from the blue came 
the announcement of Col. I. A. 
Miller's resignation from the Nar- 
berth School Board at the Board's 
meeting last Friday night. The 
resignation tabled until the April 
meeting, was as much of a sur- 
prise to the other members of the 
Board as it was to the few visitors 
present. 

"Lack of time" resulting in 
"partial attention" to the job were 
the reasons given by Col. Miller 
when first telling his fellow mem- 
bers on the Board of his decision. 
After being pressed to reconsider, 
however, Col. Miller came our 
with the following remarks: 'My 
mind is made up. I am sick of the 
petty bickerings and innuendoes 
that have been going on here. This 
School Board is not going to get 
anywhere until people learn to let 
the school and the school board 
alone. I have never undertaken 
anything in my life quite so thank- 
less or hopeless. Furthermore., I 
don't propose to stand on the 
street corners of Narberth and re- 
ceive vilifying criticism." 

Lack of peace at home due to 
being "dingdonged on the tele- 
phone by meddling women" was 
another reason advanced by Col. 
Miller as causing disgust with the 
job. 'My heart is not in the 
work," he said, "and rather than 
let it drag along in this fashion, I 
felt obliged in fairness to resign. 
My decision has not been arrived 
at suddenly and it will not be 
changed." 

A resolution was adopted by the 
Board that Col. Miller's resigna- 
tion be tabled until the April 
meeting. 

The Recreation Board likewise 
loses its presidency since Col. Mil- 
ler's place in that body resulted 
from his school board member- 
ship — two members of the Recrea- 
tion Board being school board 
members. 

Col. Miller, an executive of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, was ap- 
pointed to the school board three 
and a quarter years ago to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Robert J. Dothard. Elected to 
the presidency of the board the 
night he first took his seat, he has 
held that post up to last Friday, 
serving three terms as its presi- 
dent.

By averaging 817 pounds of 4.07 per 
cent, milk, 33.23 pounds of butterfat 
during January, the 118 Ayrshires 
owned by Penshurst Farm, Narberth, 
ranked ninth among all herds in the 
United States, tested according to the 
rules of the Ayrshire Herd Test, re- 
ports Advanced Registry Superintend- 
ent W. A. Kyle, of the National Ayr- 
shire Breeders' Association at Bran- 
don. Vt.

Not So Smooth 

Anyone who has driven an auto- 
mobile over the eastern, end of Rock- 
land avenue from the railroad to. Nar- 
berth avenue is. familiar, with, some. of 
the best bumps, ruts and mud holes in 
this section. Likewise the stress and 
strain on one's •machine, not to men- 
tion one's temper, is considerable. ■■ 

The contrast -.'between Merion's 
smooth pavements and this slough of 
despond is not at all creditable to the 
Borough. True. Narberth's streets on 
the whole are in very gcod shape. It 
has only four unpaved streets and one 
of these will be paved this spring, a 
much higher proportion than the 
Township can boast of. 

The Street Paving Bond Issue of 
1U:M provided for the eventual paving 
of all the streets then unpaved in the 
Borough. The agreement by which 
this works is that the Borough pays 
70 per cent, of the cost of paving and 
the abutting property owners pay the 
remaining 30 per cent. In practice 
if the signatures of four-fifths of the 
abutting property owners can be se- 
cured on a petition, the remaining one- 
- ii f til can be compelled to stand their 
share of the cost. Under this system 
all the unpaved streets in 1924 with 
the exception of Grove Place, Rock- 
land from Narberth avenue to the rail- 
road, Wynnewood Court and Haver- 
ford avenue from Essex to Conway, 
have been paved. 

In order to set the wheels in motion 
the residents of Wynnewood Court re- 
cently prepared a petition signed by the 
requisite number of abutting property 
owners and presented it at the March 
meeting of Council. Sufficient money, 
approximately $12,000, is yet available 
from the Bond Issue and will be par- 
tially devoted to this purpose this 
spring. If the Borough lets a contract 
for the paving of Wynnewood Court 
a better rate might be procured if 
Rockland avenue and Grove Place 
could be included in the job. 

The question of paving Haverford 
west of Essex will probably hang fire 
until the tunnel question is settled and 
the railroad, being the abutting proper- 
ty owner on half the street, decides 
what it will do in the matter. 

In the meanwhile it seems sheer 
slackness on the part of the property 
owners on Grove Place and Rockland 
avenue not to climb on the bandwagon 
and help make 100 per cent, paved 
streets a reality in Narberth.

Early Flowering Trees 

Harbingers of Spring 

The folloiving article is specially con- 
tributed by Dr. Walter Steckbeck, pro- 
fessor of botany at the University of 
Pennsylvania, a member of the Narberth 
School Board and of the Shade Tree 
Commission. It is the first of a scrips 
which will help you to "know your 
trees." Problems of the Borough Shade 
Tree Commission will also be discussed. 

With the coming of March most of 
us look for the early-comers among 
the flowering plants just as we look 
for certain of our bird friends to re- 
turn from the South. Plants have a 
definite time of blooming, which is 

accelerated by the accumulation of 
heat units or retarded by continued 
cold weather. A rather mild winter 
as the one just ended should indicate 
the early appearance of the familiar 
floral friends of the spring. At this 
time this is the case. 

Disregarding the wayward skunk 
cabbage, which may bloom as early 
as December or as late as March 1, but 
this year came into flower January 20, 
the first real harbinger of spring is the 
silver maple. This is the tree found 
on practically every street in Nar- 
berth and so convenient for observa- 
tion. On March fi, when the tem- 
perature was rather high, the first 
flowers of the tree appeared. Follow- 
ing this date the flowers were checked 
to March 13, when everywhere in our 
town and surrounding country there 
was a great outburst of both staminate 
(male) and pistillate (female) blooms. 
This latter date is the average re- 
corded for the Philadelphia neighbor- 
hood over a period of more than 
twenty years. 

During the last ten years we find 
the following as the date when the sil- 
ver maple first came into flower in 
Narberth: 1928, March 15; 1927, Feb- 
ruary 24 (few flowers); 1920, March 
20; 1925, February 22; 1924, March 
15; 1923, March 18; 1022, February 
25; 1921, February 18; 1920, March 17. 
The early flowering of this tree does 
not always mean an early spring, for 
a few mild days may mean the libera- 
tion of sufficient latent energy to bring 
forth the blossoms. Frequently these 
mild days are followed by severe cold 
as in 1925, and the blooming is 
checked. 

Another of the other early flowering 
trees is the European hazel, a fine 
specimen of which bloomed in a gar- 
den near Overbrook station March 13. 
In 1928 this plant blossomed March 
27. The European dogwood flowered 
on the same day as the hazel. This 
small tree has yellow flowers and not 
white, as the later and commoner dog- 
wood has. With the hazel and the 
dogwood came the ca'tkins of the tj^e 
and the shrubby alders, both fully ten 
days ahead of the average. 

The red maple came into flower 
here and there in sheltered spots on 
March 16, when its average is March 
25. The silver or white poplar, the 
first of this group to greet us, is just 
coming into bloom instead of ten days 
later. 

Does all this mean an early spring? 
The next two weeks or a month will 
answer the question.
